Ford Demand New. 

Ford’s demand for elimination 
of wage differentials was brand 
new. 

In goneral, the auto plant work- 
er's pay is referred to as about 
$1.50 an hour. However, there are 
differences among plants and com- 
panies. 

On a national basis, Ford work- 
ers average $1.518 an hour, but the 
65,000 employes of the _ River 
Rouge plant in Detroit earn an 
average of $1.565 an hour, The 
UAW lists the average General 
Motors wage as $1.42 an hour. 
General Motors says the average 
wage in Detroit plants is $1.535 
an hour, but has declined to say 
what the company-wide average 
would be. Chrysler's production 
workers average $1.44 an hour. 

In terms of annual wages, the 
Ford national avérage would be 
$3086 and the Detroit average of 
Ford workers would be $3130, 
based on §0 weeks a year and a 
40-hour week. The UAW figure 
for General Motors wages would 
result in an annual wage of $2840. 
On the basig of General Motors 
figures for Detroit, the annual 
wagew ould be $3070. The Chrys- 
ler average annual wage would be 
$2880. Most production workers 
average less than 50 weeks a year, 
however, because of material 
shortages, layoffs for model 
changes and other production in- 
terruptions. 

Pay Varies by Towns. 

Plant pay varies in some in- 
stances from town to town, 
Ford’s workers are concentrated in 
the generally higher paid Detroit 
aréa, which makes a difference 
in basic averages. 

In its proposal’ Ford further 
asked, however, that wages be es- 
tablished at “community or area 
wage levels... ' 

Ford also proposed a “sound, 
basic plan” for an incentive pay 
system and elimination of com- 
pany pay to union men for time 
spent on union business.

An Alton engineer whose inven- 
tions were hailed as a big help to 
war production has filed suit for 
$1,100,000 in royalties against the, 


Alton Box Board Co. 

Albert P. Belanger, 2222 Brown 
street, claims he went to work for 
the company as development and 
designing engineer under an 
agreement that he would receive 
a salary and a royalty of 5 per 
cent on sales of products using 
his patented inventions. His suit, 
filed last Wednesday in United 
States District Court in Chicago, 
says he was paid the salary but 
received no share of sales totaling 
$22,000,000 from 1943 to 1947. 

The Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment cited Belanger in 1943 for 
perfecting a paper shipping band 
which, used instead of a metal 
ring to. protect bombs from jar- 
ring, reportedly saved 8,000,000 
pounds of steel a month. The en- 
gineer worked out the improve- 
ment at the Chicago Ordnance. 
District, where he heard a woman 
fuming over the trouble required 
to remove the conventional steel 
rings from bombs. 

This device, Belanger ..sserted, 
was one of three paper products 
on which he is due royalties. The 
others are a fin lock protector 
which prevented blunting of 
threads on the ends of bombs and 
a distance wad, placed in shells, 
which materially reduced amount 
of paper used. 

Belanger charged the company 
had violated oral agreement he 
had made ec, 15, 1942, with 
George T. Otto, then presiden of 
the firm. He said it was agreed 
that, in return for use of the en- 
gineer’s patents, the company 


would put him on its payroll at an 
annual salary of $5000, plus 5 per 
cent commission on sales of mate- 
rials developed from his patents, 
and 5 per cent on any future in- 
ventions perfected while employed 
by the firm. 

He went to work for the com- 
pany Jan. 1, 1943. The following 
month, he said, he asked company 
officers for a contract, but was 
put off. In July 1944 Otto died. 

Last January, Belanger’s suit 
continued, he asked for payment 
and was told that promises made 
by Otto were false. The engineer 
asked that the case be heard by 
a jury. 

The firm, a Delaware corpora- 
tion with headquarters in Alton 
and a sales office in Chicago, is 
headed now by F. B. Ijams of 
Terre Haute, Ind. A spokesman 
for the company denied that Bel- 
anger had any royalty contract, 
but declined further comment, .as- 
serting the firm still has not been 
served with notice of the suit. 

After working for the Alton 
company five years, Belanger quit 
last January. He is 61 years old 
and has been inventing things 
since 1916, his patents including 
drying devices used in shoe manu- 
facture. 1 don't have any en- 
gineering degree,” he said, “I’m 
a practical engineer.” 


‘DIAMOND FOR POOR 
MAN’; MORE FIRE, 
FRACTION OF COST 


NEW YORK, May 17 (AP)—A 
new synthetic gem stone, which 
he calls the or man’s diamond, 
was reported by Jack DeMent 
of the Fluorescence Laboratoies, 
Portland, Ore.

Recently, De- 
Ment said, new forms have been 
discovered, in England and in his 
laboratory. These include one 
that is water-clear, with the same 
form of cubic crystals that make 
diamonds. The latter he expects

ATOMIC ENERGY DISCUSSIONS 


Vote Is 9-2, With Russia and the Ukraine 
Against—Gromyko Again Rejects 
U.S. Control Plan.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., May 17 
—The United Nations Atomic En- 
ergy Commission today officially 
ended two years of fruitless nego- 
tiations to establish world con- 
trol of atomic energy and aboli- 
tion of atom bombs. The vote in 
the li-nation body was 9 to 2. 

Andrei A. Gromyko, Deputy 
Soviet Foreign Minister, strenu- 
ously opposed adoption of the 
American -British- French recom- 
mendations ending discussion. In 
a long final argument, he urged 
continuance, but he again reject- 
ed the American plan and other 
majority views. He was supported 
only by th~ Soviet Ukraine. 

The majority cohsisted of the 
United States, Britain, France, 
China, Colombia, Argentina, Syria, 
Belgium and Canada. 

The decision to halt, proceedings 
of the Atomic Energy Commission 
will constitute the agency's third 
and perhaps final report to the Se- 
curity Council. 

As membership in the council 
is identical to that of the commis- 
sion, it is expected that he paper 
will be forwarded to the: General 
Assembly for consideration by the 
58 United Nations in September. 
A statement of Russian views will 
be included at Gromyko’s request. 

Reply to Gromyko. 

Replying briefly to the Russian 
protest, Gen, A. G. L. McNaughton 
of Canada asserted that the report 
was not a confession of failure 
and that the commission will re- 
main in existence pending General 
Assembly directives.. Gromyko, 
however, opposed acceptance un- 
der any construction. 

He accused the United States of 
stalemating the proceedings. 
American proposals showed from 
the beginning that the United 
States contemplated no system of 
atom control except one that 
would place the United States in 
a dominant position, he said. It 
was part of an “expansionist” 
policy voiced in “some Circles,” he 
added, 

The joint draft re 
further dehate was futile because 
of refusal by the Soviet Union to 
accept fundamental precepts of 


control deemed indispensable by 

the majority.

Gromyko, who ‘is leaving his

The Soviet Union ig sti of the 
opinioh that atomic agreement 
could be reached, he said, The 
United States had sought to ig- 
nore General Assembly instruc- 
tions, thus making accord impos- 
sible, he said. His point was that 
the United States insisted on es- 
tablishing control before prohibit- 
ing atomic weapons, and that the 
ne had instructed other- 
wise, 

“The United States indicated 
unwillingness to establish control 
of atomic energy because it is not 
possible to speak of control be- 
fore prohibiting use of atom 
weapons,” he said. “Discussion 
made it clear that the United 
States would not agree to that 
proposal or any other Soviet pro- 
posals,” 

Russian Move Rejected. 

Gromyko noted that the United 
States had rejected a Russian 
amendment to the first report 
stipulating that international con- 
trol should be applied to all atomic 
activities simultaneously. 

“The United States thus indi- 
cated they would like to lay their 
hands, through an international 
agency ‘or otherwise, on sources 
of raw materials in other coun-

Case of Alfred Rewitzer 
If there was any doubt as to whether the 
Supreme Court was justified, in the Tony Marino 
case, in denouncing Illinois’ criminal procedure, 
it should be sesolved by the facts in the case of 
Alfred M. Rewitzer, of California. 

Seventeen years ago, when the country was 
economic crash, Rewitzer,

The youth could not have 
had anything resembling counsel under the cir- 
cumstances, for no defense lawyer worth his 
salt would have permitted a prison sentence 
based on a record with so many glaring defects. 
The present State's Attorney, C. W. Burton, and 


Attorney General Barrett did the only thing 


they could do—confessed error by the state. This 
confession has now been made effective by the 
State Supreme Court, and Rewitzer is to go free. 

So long as Illinois fails to guarantee counsel 
to accused persons subject te penitentiary sen- 
tence, just that long will Illinois continue to set 
up messes like this one for the states future 
embarrassment.

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Price of Pig Iron 


In raising pig-iron prices 36 per cent in less 
than a year, the Koppers Co., which operates 
the only blast furnaces in this area, seems to 


have done more than its permissible part to* 


speed the price spiral. 

It may be granted that the two East Side fur- 
naces are high-cost producers. There is a fur- 
ther difficulty because Koppers has not been 
able to get a clear title from the War Assets Ad- 


ministration and so is not entirely sure of keep- . 


ing the operation long enough to recover what 
it is having to spend on repairs. 

But an increase in the price of pig iron of 
only $2 a ton would pay for the cost of repairs 
in one year. This factor could be eliminated 
entirely if the War Assets Administration would 
stand the cost of repairs itself, adding this sum 
to the price paid by Koppers or whoever be- 
comes the eventual owner. This should not be 
too difficult to accomplish legally. It is some- 
thing that the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
which did good work in keeping the blast fur- 
naces from falling into the hands of potential 
gray marketers, might look into. | . 

But the .$2-a-ton involved in the cost of the 
repairs is only one-sixth of the total $12-a-ton 
increase placed in effect in the past year. Hay- 
ward Niedringhaus, president of Granite City 
Steel, which gets its pig iron from the Koppers 
subsidiary, says, “Obviously, no manufacturer 


can. absorb such a jump in his most important 
raw material.” 


The worst part of a price in- 
crease in a basic material like pig iron is that 
it is pyramided all along the line to the con- 
sumer, 

Koppers is a large and highly prosperous cor- 
poration. Its good will is a valuable asset. It 
is too valuable, one would think, to be endan- 
gered by price increases which are hard to jus- 
tify. 
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Who's Out of Step? 


American opponents of peacetime conscription 
frequently argue that the demand for it is the 
result of an hysterical fear of war. European 
nations which are much closer to Russia, they 
say, have no such fear and are much less 
wrought up over military plans. 

The element of fear cannot be precisely meas- 
ured. But as to the draft, Europe certainly is 
So is almost the whole world. Of 
54 nations with military establishments, 48 rely 
on some form of compulsory service, according 
to the United States News, 

In spite of a desperate manpower shortage in 
its industries, Great Britain is calling up all of 
its 18-year-olds for 22 months service. The 
service term in France now is only 12 months, 
but it is expected that it will be raised to 18. 
Russia, of course, has conscription, putting its 
young men into uniform on their nineteenth 
birthdays. Italy calls them up at 20. In fact, 
only the United States, the Dominican Republic, 
Australia, Canada, India and New Zealand to- 
day are without any form of conscription service. 

In recognizing the need of the times, the United 
States certainly will not be getting out of step 
with the nations of the world, democratic or 
totalitarian. 
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An Unusual Forest Resource 


Some of the reasons why Alaskan forests are 
not being used for much-needed newsprint are 
understandable, but one of them is not. This 
exception is high ocean freight rates. The nat- 
ural obstacles which must be overcome are real, 
but freight rates are an obstacle of our own 
making. 

At a time when shortage of newsprint is cur- 
tailing the spread of information all over the 
world—some French newspapers may be forced 
to suspend publication on account of it-—it is 
folly for the United States not to do everything 
in its power to develop the Alaskan supply, which 
could take care of one-fourth of all the demand 
in this country. : 

Yet this Government continues, by its own 
act, to keep ocean freight rates to Alaska the 
highest under the American flag—twice as high 
as for comparable distances. The injustice is 
only one of the many ill effects of Alaska’s con- 
tinued lack of statehood. If Alaska were a state. 
such discrimination against it would be uncon- 
stitutional, the Supreme Court has ruled. 


In addition to all the other good reasons, the 


development of the rich Alaskan forests for 
newsprint is another good reason for adm ion 
of Alaska as the forty-ninth state. 
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Murder in Greece 
American authorities in Greece had better 
take more than a routine interest in the investi- 
gation of the death of George Polk. The body 


of this Columbia Broadcasting System corre- . 


spondent was found in Salonika Bay, bound and 
with a bullet hole in the back of the head. After 
maintaining secrecy for some time about the 
discovery, the Greek police said that they sus- 
pected foul play by Communists. 

Perhaps that is the correct explanation of 
Polk’s death, but it is not the obvious one. After 
all, he was trying to interview the Communist 
leader, Gen. Markos Vifiades. It is not too plausi- 
ble that he should have been killed by those 
whose story he was trying to present. 

The current outbreak of police terrorism in 
Greece, and the political interest of the Greek 
authorities in Polk’s journalistic venture, are 
reason enough for a careful check on their in- 
vestigation and any additional explanations forth- 
coming from them. Further, it is absolutely 
necessary that the American authorities take the 
strongest possible measures to safeguard the 
unhampered flow of news from troubled coun- 
tries which are dependent on American aid. 

Dwight Griswold, the American aid admin- 
istrator in Athens, has been all too quick in the 
past to dip his brush into the whitewash bucket. 
Such glossings over, however, tend to raise 
doubts here at home about the state of affairs 
in Greece, instead of coming as reassurances. 
Mr. Polk’s death is, as the Greek government 
fears, an international incident.

That some degree of charitable obliga- 
tion goes with the wealth held by corpo- 
rations has been increasingly recognized. 
The plea of this article is that the duty 
should be recognized as one inherent in 
the control of wealth, and that it not only 
should include community giving but 
should go much further, particularly in 
the field of education. 


Some reasons for corporate interest in 
education, not too obvious at first glance, 
lie in certain trends in education which 
should give corporations concern. 


The first is the very bulk of the institu- 
tions directly supported by the state. An- 
nual budgets of more than $25,000,000 are 
accepted as a matter of course by the 
legislatures. To date, the freedom of the 
state universities in their educational en- 
deavors has, on the whole, been respected. 
One wonders, however, pow long legisla- 
tors ‘will restrain themse ves as they pour 
out these colossal sums. 


A Threat to Inquiry 


It is a fair assumption that the pros- 
pect is for more governmental control 
rather than less. Well as the state insti- 


tutions have defended their academic in- 


tegrity so far, there can be little doubt 
that the privately endowed institutions are 
more secure in their freedom. 


State pride can be counted on to enlarge 
university appropriations to meet growing 
costs. But endowment funds are not 30 
elastic; rather, their yield has been dras- 
tically cut down, At best, mounting costs 
and falling income may well snuff out the 
endowed lamps of learning in the near fu- 
ture unless substantial help is forthcoming. 

That such an gutcome would be a dis- 
aster to the freedom which we cherish, 
and in which corporate enterprise has 
flourished, can hardly be questioned. 

There are also subtler results to be 
fearéd. Our own state institutions are not 


so free as the endowed to experiment and . 


to pioneer in untried lines, or in lines 
which may in the first instance be looked 
at askance by the voters. A brilliant 
project like the Nieman Fellowships at 
Harvard would be almost unthinkable but 
for private generosity; a state university 
would probably have had to set up one 
more school of journalism to grind out 
mediocre reporters, 


Schools for Basic Research 


A more immediate concern of corporate 
business is research. Much excellent sei- 
entific work has been done in corporate 
laboratories, but it is necessarily somewhat 
cramped, because it must be pointed di- 
rectly at developing a product or a process 
that will create profits in the near future. 
Yet nature doesn’t have her secrets de- 
partmentalized; a botanist may develop an 
anestheti@ as has in fact been done. 

Few corporations can justify staffs in all 
branches of learning, while the investiga- 
tor in a. university can call upon specialists 
in nearly every field. Forward-looking 
managements are therefore turning more 
and more t“ universities for light on their 
problems, and the field. has been but 
ecratched., 
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Only two or three great corporations 
have undertaken pure research. For re- 
search has become a very expensive game. 
In fields like nuclear science, in fact, it is 
a Halr question whether any agency short 
of government can hold the pace. . 


Public-Private Partnership 


Private enterprise doesn’t like govern- 
ment in business; but if government is the 
sole agency of unlocking the secrets of na- 
ture that make possible better processes 
and products, government will be in busi- 
ness in earnest, and private enterprise will 
not be consulted much, Even though pri- 
vate enterprise cannot manage the whole 
thing, it can at least be a junior partner. 


Harder questions max arise when we get 
out of research, which can be expected to 
yield relatively tangible results, and con- 
sider the role of the colleges--including 
liberal arts colleges and technical schools. 
Yet it must be clear to any thoughtful ex- 
ecutive that the colleges’ are the schools 
that prepare the experts of tomorrow and 
its executives. True, students may find 


out what Socialism is, or even Communism, | 


but it is a poor defender of free enterprise 
that doesn’t know what resources his op- 
ponents have, 

If the colleges 83 a product that 
is worth getting onto a corporation’s staff, 
it must be a reasonably simple deduction 
that it is worth while for a corporation to 
promote good schools, This is as true of 
the liberal arts schools, which attempt to 
create well-rounded citizens, as of the tech- 
nological schools. 

Scholarships and fellowships in particu- 
lar are a medium through which corporate 
gifts could be channeled, scholarships for 
undergraduates and fellowships for the re- 
search workers and graduate students. 


A Duty of Wealth 


It is safe to say that if corporations 
could be inspired with generous impulses, 
machinery ‘to utilize the proceeds would 
quickly develop. 

In sum, we should face the implications 
of the fact that a great part of our na- 
tional wealth is locked up in corporate 
form. If we may assume that the haves 
are under some obligation to help the have- 


not, the corporations are clearly indicated 
‘as in the top flight of haves, 


They have come generally to recognize 


the obligation when community needs are 
involved. They recognize it when it is a 
question of meeting disaster on a national 
acale, as in the case of the Red Cross and 
the war services like USO. Some few of 


the advanced corporations recognize that 


it is good business to promote higher edu- 
cation in its research aspects. 

The logical next step is to recognize an 
obligation to promote both theoretical re- 
search at the university level and the pro- 
duction of good citizens at the college level.

Device Alone Unlikely to Bar 
Depressions, May Have 
Merits, Report Holds. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
A report skeptical of a general 
guaranteed annual wage in alone 
preventing depressions was issued 
today by the economic policy com- 
mittee of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

The report said, however, that 
Many employers could do more to 
stabilize operations and encourage 
steadier jobs. The wage guaran- 
tee may have merit in aiding in- 
dividual security when it is care- 
fully planned for needs of an en- 
terprise, the committee said. 

The demand for guaranteed 
wages is really a call for adequate 
job opportunities and high level 
employment, the report concluded. 
It is believed the American people 
want and will settle for “reason- 
ably stable prosperity in the years 
ahead,” it added. 

The committee found no case 
where the effects of the guaran- 
teed wage on a wnole industry or 
the entire economy could be ob- 
served. 

Economists “who have made an 
independent observation,” it said, 
conclude that general adoption of 
the plan “would not offer a strong 
weapon for the stabilization of the 
entire economy.” 

This idea alone does not neces- 
sarily oppose more general volun- 


said. Risks to business probably 
would be increased by “requiring” 
hiring of labor on an annual plan 
and the demand for labor might 
decline, the committee found. It 
asserted the guarantee plan gen- 
erally makes wages more rigid and 
less adaptive to changing condi- 
tions. 

The plan “may accentuate de- 
flationary forces, once they are 
let loose, and may retard recovery 
from low levels of employment,” 
it added. : 

Yet, it found, “among employers 
there is considerable interest in 
this form of contract and a num- 
ber of employers report congider- 
able success and enthusiasm.”

Roumeli area in central Greece, 
where three divisions under the 
command of “A” Corps Headquar- 
ters have swept a thousand square 
kilometers of mountain territory 
clean of guerrillas. These three 
divisions were deployed each on 
one side of a great square. The 
fourth side was the Gulf of Cor- 
-inth, patrolled by the Greek Navy. 
Closing toward the center they 
squeezed the guerrillas into an 
ever tightening vise. A few broke 
through to the southeast and are 
still being pursued, but in 20 
days of fighting more than 2000 
guerrillas were killed or captured 
at a cost of fewer than 150 Greek 
Army casualties. 

The whole operation reflects the 
greatest credit on the Corps Com- 
mander, Lieut. Gen. Thakalotos, 
and on the staff work and com- 
munications arrangements. 

As soon as the main operation 
was completed, battalions of the 
National Defense Corps were 


rushed into the area to occupy the 


key points and prevent the guer- 
rillas from reoccupying them, As 
a result the, former inhabitants, 
many of whom had been despair- 
ing refugees in Athens, are be- 
ginning to return to their villages 
already. 


Strategy to Be Prepared. 


It can be expected that this gen- 
eral pattern will be repeated in 
other guerrilla-infested areas, First 
surround the area with over- 
whelming force. Then close in and 
destroy or capture the guerillas. 
Then occupy the area with the 
National Defense Corps units so 
that the guerillas cannot return. 

By these means, slowly but 
surely the interior of Greece can 
be freed of guerrilla bands ex- 
cept pehaps for very small par- 
ties operating as mere brigands 
The gradual breaking up of the 
organized guerrilla centers will 
render far less effective any fur- 
ther attempts by Greece's north- 
ern meighbors to keep the gueril- 
la war going, a 

Moreover the success attained in 

the Roumeli operation and in 
smaller applications of this prin- 
ciple have greatly raised the mor- 
ale of the Greek Army and cor- 
respondingly reduced that of the 
guerillas. 
A guerrilla officer, a prisoner 
at Kosani, told me with convic- 
tion, “It is finished for Markos.” 
The guerrilla war in Greece will 
not be over this year, but it will 
be in the mopping up stage before 
the year ends. This is the con- 
viction of most of the American 
and British officers with whom I 
have spoken as well as that of 
Greek commanders. 

The fact is that our efforts in 
Greece are beginning to show re- 
sults and these results will be more 
and more apparent during the 
next. few months of good fighting 
weather.

Some ‘Adjustments’ in In- 
flated Currencies Ex- 


pected Soon, Report to 
Congress Says. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
The United States will “require” 
European Recovery Program 
countries to -consider devaluing 


their currencies when the United 
States thinks they should, the Ad- 
ministration’s top group on for- 
eign finance said today, 

The National Advisory Council, 
in a report sent to Congress by 
President Truman, said the United 
States will “require” countries 
getting ERP aid to work out de- 
valuation with the  46-nation 
World Monetary Fund. 

The requirement will be made 
whenever the counci] “believes 
that a country’s exchange rate is 
imposing an unjustifiable burden 
on its balance of payments“ —in 
other words, when inflated cur 
rency is drying up the country’s 
sales to other nations. 

Adjustments Expected. 

Apparently, the United States 
could “require” countries getting 
aid under the $5,300,000,000 ERP 
program at last to work on deval- 
uation with the Monetary Fund 
by threatening to shut off ERP 
money if they refused. 

“Some adjustments in exchange 
rates (currency devaluation) may 
have to be made in the near fu- 
ture,” the council said in its first 
progress report on operations of 
the Monetary Fund and its twin 
institution, the 46-nation World 
Bank, 

The British pound, now valued 
at slightly over $4.00, is regarded 
in official quarters here as one of 
the ERP country currencies which 
is vulnerable to a devaluation 
move later, 
| The French and Italians both 
have taken steps in recent months 
to devalue their currencies in re- 
lation to the United States dollar. 
The French did so despite objec- 
tions by the Monetary Fund to 
the method adopted, partly be- 
cause the French gave a higher 
value to the United States dollar 
than the British pound. 

“The exchange rates of some. of 
the European countries will re- 
quire adjustment during the life 
ot the European Recovery Pro- 
gram,“ the council said.

are, really turn out some succu- 


lent stuff. But there is no law 
against making some unusual 
frozen desserts, now and then, in 
your refrigerator. 

Use the tray in the freezing unit 


of freezing, the cream should be 
mushy. Scrape the bottom and 
the sides and beat the cream un- 
til it is fluffy. Use a spoon for 
this, ‘then return the tray to the 
freezing unit for another hour and 
a half or until the mixture is solid. 
Then give it the same treatment, 
return the tray to the unit, re-set 
the temperature to normal and let 
it stand for three or four hours. 

This system works perfectly on 
a custard ice cream deal that 
goes like this: 

Beat four egg yolks and add a 
half a cup of sugar and a pinch of 
salt. Beat some more. When the 
sugar is dissolved, scald two cups 
of cream and pour it over the 
eggs, stirring all the time. Now 


strain into the top of a double 
boiler and cook and stir until the 
custard coats the spoon. Strain 
through cheese cloth and set aside 
to chill. Now mix a cup of heavy 
whipping cream with a teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla, Combine the two 
mixtures and pour into the refrig- 


- erator tray. 
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SICILIAN named Procopio was 
probably the real inventor of 
ice cream and Louis XIV of 
France was his first and most il- 
lustrious customer. Procopio be- 
came the world’s first proprietor 
of an ice cream parlor. Within a 
few months he was a tremendous 
success and had dozens of imita- 
tors, Propocio it was who discov- 
ered that many varieties of flavor- 
ing will lose their kick in low tem- 
eratures, so don’t be stingy with 

e flavorings when you make 
your ice cream, 

One of the first of the great 
fancy ice creams was a rather 
complicated affair which has — 
by various names. It is a little 
extra work but worth the trouble. 


To make: Take four ounces of 
candied fruit which has been 
diced and soak it in three table- 
spoons of Kirsch for two hours. 
Boil a pint of milk with eight 
tablespoons of sugar and while 
boiling add a tablespoon of pow- 
dered gelatin dissolved in a little 
cold water. Now beat four e 
yolks and pour the boiling mi 
on the yolks a little at a time. 
Beat all the time you are — it. 
Put the pot over a very low fire, 
stir it constantly. Do not let it 
boil or you will ruin it for sure. 
Strain and stand to one side to 
cool. When it is cold, add the 
candied fruit, a half a pint of 
whipped cream, add six 
fingers. Put in individual cups, 
decorate if you like, and stick 
them in the ice box about two 
hours before serving time.

UVESTION: Will you answer 
G for me “Can we get enough 

iodine in our diets without 
eating any sea foods? What symp- 
toms occur from an iodine defici- 
ency. 

Answer: Drinking water varies 
in its iodine content. Using 
iodized salt routinely is a desir- 
able practice. In addition sea 
foods contain iodine, and should 
be eaten from time to time. The 
symptoms which occur from an 
iodine deficiency besides goitre, 
oddly enough, are those of either 
an underactive. or overactive 
thyroid gland. The symptoms of 
an underactive gland are exces- 
sive weight n, coarse. skin, 
brittle hair, low blood pressure 
and sluggishness. The symptoms 
of an overactive thyroid gland 
are nervousness, bulging eyeballs, 
weight loss, rapid pulse, tremor of 
the hands, and excitability.

THE FINDING of albumin on 
examination of the urine is com- 
mon. Many letters are received 
regarding this subject. It is hoped 
that most of these questions will 


be answered by the following a 


comments. 

Albumin is a protein material 
which is normally present in the 
blood. At a certain point, after 
too much ovrotein foods have’ 
been eaten, more albumin will ap- 
pear in the blood than can be re- 
tained there. Hence, a certain 
amount ses out in the urine, 
This is the dietary type, and is 
of little significance. Some kid- 
neys, for unknown reasons, will 
not hold back the normal level 
of albumin in the blood. The 
wall, or barrier so to speak, in 
the kidney, is lower. This type

IN CERTAIN DISEASES the 
amount of albumin in the blood, 
or the relationship of albumin to 
other blood proteins is abnormal, 
and more albumin passes out the 
kidneys into the urine than is, 
normal, This variety occurs in a 
list of systematic diseases, and is, 
of great importance. In specific 
types of kidney diseases albumin 
filters through the diseased kid- 
neys in abnormal amounts. This 
form is also of great importance. 

Each case must be studied in- 
dividually with all appropriate 
tests and examinations. After 
such a study specific recommen- 
dations and advice can be given 
each case by one’s physician.

Stricken in health, 
Private Jones was ordered back 
to the States for hospitalization 
and because of regulations or in- 
expediency it was decided that 
he must go aldne. He told Kaladia 
that he would return to her and 
the 4month-old baby, and she 
believed him. “I never doubted 
for a minute,” she says now, “that 
he would return. I knew he would 
come back.“

HERE were times when she 
might have doubted, for it was 
two years before his health 
was restored and he was permitted 
to return to the Philippines and 
to his family. But at last her faith 
in him was justified, For seven 
years he stayed in the service 
there, There were times of terror 
when the Red Men of Samar made 
war, when the Americans in their 
bamboo barracks were hemmed 
in for months, with raiding all 
around. So bold, were the insur- 
gents that they would attack 
infantry with knives, but they 
never attacked the barracks. 
After troubled times like that 
John Jones talked about going 
back to America and his wife said 
she would go with him, She would 
hate to leave her mother but her 
duty was to her husband.

It was in 1912 that John Jones 
came back to the States, bringing 


his Filipino wife and child with 
him and after three years in New 
Mexico he Headed south looking 
for a home in a sunny land, Com- 
ing to Marshall, he bought a farm 
of 316 acres two miles from town 
and he and his Filipino wife were 
happy in their American home. 

It was because she wanted to 
see what America was like that 
the Filipino woman left her native 
land and kindred and came with 
her husband to a new home in a 
new land, America was all that 
she imagined it would be and she 
never regretted coming, but yes 
there were times when she wanted 
to see her mother and was 30 
homesick that if she had had 
wings she would have taken 
flight.

Regular 
rabbit hunting is not recommend- 
ed. In fact some playerg never 
rabbit hunt at all and play pretty 
good gin, However the habit of 
thinking in terms of never is bad 
at gin and the really good play- 
ers rabbit hunt on occasion, 

The two principal disadvantages 
of rabbit hunting are: 1. You 
might draw a more valuable card 
from the stock. 2. You must make 
a discard and that discard may 
help your opponent. 

he principal advantage of rab- 
bit hunting is that it puts in- 
‘creased pressure on your oppo- 
nent, If you never rabbit hunt at 
all and pick the 10 of hearts and 
your opponent eventually acquires 
the queen and nine of the suit 
he knows positively that you have 
10s and that neither his queen 
nor nine will fit with the 10. If 
you rabbit hunt he may well be 
afraid to throw either of those 
cards. Or, suppose that you pick 
the king of clubs, 10 of spades 
and seven of hearts, if you never 
rabbit hunt your opponent knows 
for sure that you hold three 
matched sets and will play accord- 
ingly. If you sometimes rabbit 
hunt he can not be at all sure 
of this.
